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In July I had a rather lengthy section aogut the techniques of 
trading which had proved helpful to me. Because I have run ont of 
copies and since some newer readers may gain a@ittle from it I am 
reprinting the highlights of it. $ 

RATING PROGRAMS: Rating programs is a difficult Job. tech trader 
has their own way of rating programs. Often tHey use techniques other 
traders use. The main problem is that a program that is very Listenable 
to one person may noc be to arother. Sone ras all programs with a 
code (excellent, very good, go- or 1,2.3 etc. E with tne cods explained. 
Some don't rate at all. This can be e.».retlem@for those who want only 
programs of very good-quality. i rete ag follws: 

If there is. no problem mentionec. next to @ne of my programs it mean: 
that it is very listenable and cen be understoga witheut strain. Some 
problems I've found are noted next to the progam. Such protiems are: 
Bassey, muffled, hum, hiss, fast, slov, cross of background telk, squeal, 
piercing sound, overmodulated, na opening/closing, muddled pert, volume 
fade or fluctuation, scratchy o7 curface noige} wow and flutter, dropout. 
I personally feel the type of problem should bë noted because some 
traders will take programs.with certain problems and-not others. 

LISTENING AND LISTING: I at least spot c eck all programs before | 
listing them. As I listen to them I record thé essential information 
in a notebook arranged alphabetically by firs letter only. I note the 
reading on the tape counter at beginning and egds of programs and put 
the numbers on the cards in the tape box. I number the boxes and cards 
and record this, noting who sent each bex ne vie reference. 


People list their programs in different ways. Some do it by reel 
and some alphabetically like myself, etail yaries from list to list. 
I put the following information down: number of program, title, descrip- 
tion including date if possible, sponsor and network if known, length 
and reel number. Short programs should be noted (20, 25 minutes etc.) 
When ordering order more than is necessary; especially 15 minute progrer 
In this way fillers can be included if there is room. 
For musical programs the first song is- helpful as is the first joke.

MAILING WANTS: Record keeping ie esvential in keeping track of 
wants you send out. I jot down program ordered in anether notebook al- 
phabetically by first letter with initiale of person Fim ordering it 
from.

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MAILING TAPE: Sturdy tape boxes can be constantly reused. «c— 
cumulate a supply of boxes and large envelopes for mailing lists. 

Attach the tape end to the reel so the tape isn't all ever the box, 
Scotch tape the box so it doesn't open and put your name on the outside 
of the box. Remenber stamps, return address, mailing audress, and. 

4th class-sound recording. Buying a stamp with your name and address 

on it can save a lot of tine. -I keep another noteboox with the names of 
all my trading friends in alphabetical order, aadress, and a record 

of all wants and tapes received and sent with the dates. 

TIMING PRCGRAMS: Timing programs by spot checking them is just 
guesswork. If you want to take the tins, run a 1200, 1800, anā 2400 
foot tape (if you use them all) through at 72, making note of the read- 
ing on the tape- counter every 23 minutes (this will be 5 minutes at 3 
3/4). If your tave counter is working accurately, after a chart is made , 
note the tape counter readings at the beginning and end of every program 
and you can easily figure the time. Knowing the correct timesot 4 
program is necessary so that you will avoid running out of tape fora 
program. “nd if this happens please splice on more tape. it is very 
inconvenient to dub a prògram split between 2 tracxs. 


While most of this information isn't new perhaps something in 1t 
will help somebody. If you have a unique or mere efficient way of do- 
ing something please let me know and I will let others. know.
